Such a dis- 
turbance is in violation of the law, 
but I meant what I said when I told 
them they were welcome to remain 
if they would remove their disguises."

Scientist Claims Hot Lava 


Played Big Part in 


Formation. 


[By Tke Associated Press.} 


London, April 2.—Professor Bar- 


ton Scammell, president of the Ra- 
dmm Institute at Dover, asserts that 
he has discovered the origin of coal. 
He has been engaged in research 
work with lava from Mount Vesu- 
vius which is being used as fertilizer 
and says this led to the discovery 
that the layers of "bind"—the mys- 
terious substance found on the top 
and bottom of all coal seams—are 
identical in analysis with lava. 


The bind contains lime, irpn, mag- 


nesium, potash and other elements 
required by plant life and, when 
made radioactive wltb solutions of 
ratllophosphate of potash, it absorbs 
nitrogen from the air and forms a 
perfect fertiliser. 


The origin ot coal is thus ex- 


plained by Professo- Scammell. It 
Is a cellulose of tree* and vegetable 
matter, carbonized by hot lava, thus 
forming coal, and sunk 
Into 
the 


depth* of the earth by disturbances 
ot the earth'* crust 
at 
a remote 


period. 


He claims that conversion of the 


bind, now a waste product Into fer- 
tilizer will enrich the mining anf 
agricultural Industrie*.

Competition from Argen- 
tine Improbable At Pres- 


ent U.S. Told. 


Washington. April 2—Competition 


of Argentine beef in United States 
markets appears improbable at pres- 
ent, according to D. S Bullock, de- 
partment of agriculture representa- 
tive, who has just returned from two 
years' study of the Argentine cattle 
Industry. With prices approximately 
$5 per 100 pounds lower in Argen- 
tine than in Chicago, exports of beef 
to the United States, which, have to 
meet the present tariff of three cents 
a pound and relatively high ocean 
freight rates, have been small. 


The Argentina cattle Industry Mr 


Bullock said today, is m a demoral- 
ized condition as a result of over- 
production due to the high prices 
during the war. The present depres- 
sion has been gradually becoming 
more acute during the last two years 
which were preceded by seven years 
of high prices and unprecedented 
prosperity.

AUTHORIZES INCREASE.

treaty upon the limitation of na\al 
armaments. 
This paragraph auth- 


orizes the contracting powers to in- 
crease the defensive power of their 
ships against submarine and aerial 
attacks by additional lateral cals- 


"As to artillery, the treaty forbids 


any change in tlie number, calibre 
and general type ot mounting of the 
units of principal armament, Uow- 
e-ier, recognizing the special situa- 
tion of France, whloh, possesses only 
old units—as she ceased to con- 
struct since the war—she Is author- 
ized, as is Italy, to Increase the cali- 
bre of the- guns of her battleship* 
provided the calibre, does not exceed 
sixteen inches.

ESTABLISHED IN 189S. 


The eight hour day was established 


April 1, XS9S, by the Illinois Miners' 
union through joint agreement with 
the Illinois coal operators. 
This 


agreement was the result of a strike 
which started April 1, 1S97, and last- 
ed in Illinois for about nine months. 


Prior to that time, according to Mr. 


Walker, conditions in the mines were 
dangerous and 
unhealthful, 
wages 


wero low and hours of labor were 
long. 


CONDITIONS POOR. 


'Coal miners generally 
Il\ed 
In 


company houses of the poorest kind, 
at that time," Mr. Walker said. "They 
were compelled to trade In the com- 
pany store, where exorbitant prices 
were charged tor goods of usually the 
most Inferior quality, in some in- 
stances, decayed or sterilized foods 
Men were not permitted to act inde- 
pendently, either In religion or poll- 
tics.

stifle individual initiative,

every Increase of goveinmcntal inter- 
ference, the establishment of every 
bureau, eveiy regulation of business, 
necessarily brings 
with

crease in taxes, and the bunding up 
of a bureaucracy. 


"I do not mean to advocate the en- 


tirely unrestricted operation of busi- 
ness, either big or little. I welcome 
government supervision of industry 
insofar as it is necessary to prevent 
all unfair practices, but I deprecate 
that class of interference, jot which 
we have had too much, that works 
harassment to business without serv- 
ing any good purpose. The farmers 
and other 
shippers in 
the United 


States today are paying the bill for 
past governmental interference with 
the railroads. 


"I hope the day will never come 


when you will have to pay the bill 
for some ill-advised demagogue-in- 
spired 
governmental 
interference 


with the oil Industry."

If he wishes to 
eat only fifteen cents worth h« may 
do so, paying fifteen cents for tho 
food.

Tomatoes, Eggplant and Pepper* 


BV W. B. BEATTIE, 
lon HorttcBlt«rlst, i; 


State* DeputMe*t of Afritmltmn. 
Tomatoes, eggplant and pepper* are 


a group of crop* belonging to the 
nightshade family, and closely relat- 
ed to the Irl»h potato, that ha* be- 
come 
quite 
Important among the 


garden crops with the past halt cen- 
tury. 
These crop* are well adapted 


to the small garden as comparatively 
little space I* required to provide for 
the need* of the ordinary family. To- 
matoes are the most Important of the 
three and can be grown over a wide 
range of territory and on almost any 
type of soil. Eggplant Is difficult to 
grow In many sections. Pepper*, tike 
tomatoes, can be grown almost any- 
where with proper care. 


Tomatoe* do best In the home gar- 


den where the plants are started In- 
doors, transplanted to pots or plant 
bands, grown for a time In the hot- 
bed or cold frame and then planted 
In the garden after danger of frost 
Is past. 
In the *mall garden the 


tomato plant* can be set eighteen by 
thirty-six Inches and trained to a 
single stem tied to stakes. In thli 
way a larger number ot plants can 
be grown than where the plants »re 
allowed to grow naturally on the 
ground, 
the 
fruit Is cleaner and 


there Is less trouble with the fruit 
rotting In damp weather. 


CARE IN PRUNING. 


In pruning all side (hoots are re- 


moved, care being taken not to mis- 
take the blossom or fruit clusters 
for side shoots. The blossom clus- 
ters come on tha smooth side of the 
stem v.lnle the shoots or branches 
appear in the little pocket formed 
where the leaf attaches to the stem. 
Any soft string or even strip of old 
muslin will answer for tying the to- 
mato vines to the stakes or trellis. 
About four or five pruning* and ty- 
ings are necessary, the main object 
being to do the work on time to pre- 
vent the side shoot* becoming too 
large. 


Egg plant Ii grown from seeds the 


same as tomatoes, but the plant* are 
very delicate and require plenty of 
heat. The little Insect* known «» 
flea-beetles are very fond of erg- 


plant leave*. 
Wb*n the grower no- 


tlct* his plant* looking thin 
and 


•lokly. lie may find that (•• nM«r 
•ld»* of the leav** are **t*n awar 
and th«re are numerous (mall bete* 
clear through the leave* 


Dusting the plant* with air-slatk*d

The ancients believed that mummifi- 
cation In this life was the, only sure 
means of their ress-urection in the 
next. Pathetic efforts were made by 
the poor to secure eternal life to their 
dead. 


American archaeologists in Luxor 


have lately found skeletons of humble 
peasants placed near the graves ot 
the royal dead. 
Their relatives, it 


appears, too poor to pay for embalm- 
ing, placed the bodies near the graves 
o£ the nables in the hope that their 
poor frames would partake of the 
sacredness of the nobility and thus 
rise with them in the next life. 


TOOK LONG TIME. 


The first step in embalming a body 


in Fharaohonic days was to place it 
in a powerful saline solution for three 
months.
